Daer Mr Stone. 

I read with great interest the complex situation in which " West¬ 
erner" related his misgivings and doubts as to whether the Flying Saucer Folk 
now appearing to earth, were of hostile ( evil) or peaceful ( good) intentions, 
and felt he had his answer in the dream sequence which he was so fortunate have 
"been given to aid him.

The following is reported in the English Magazine "ORBIT" one of our very reli¬ 
able associate magazines. 

A 39 year old Cheltenham inventor claims to have devloped amachine which will 
propel an airborne craft at the speed of thought . The Machine— a " pranic 
motor " is of a type used in " flying saucers ", claims Mr Keith Milner . The 
man who invented the machine, and who lives at Pendower, Fairmount Rd.Cheltenham 
Mr. Desmond Leslie , author of "Flying Saucers Have Landed ", and one of the few 
people to have seen Mr Milners machine, told a reporter,; " I have seen numerous 
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machines claimed to be the mot rs of flying saucers ? but they were all way off 

the track . Now* however ? I think Mr Milner has got it at last". 

The man who has built a version of Mr Milner f s machine ? designed to power a 
small prototype flying saucer ? is Mr Norman Horan ? an engineeringinspector 
of 71 $ Naunton Rd. Cheltenham . 

He told oui? reporter s " Like you I was very dubious about t: ©machine when I 

first heard about it* But I agreed to work on it for Mr Milner . And as it pro¬ 

gressed I became more convinced that tnere was some truth in it. 

Now I am certain that this is the answer to the mysteries of the flying saucer" 
Mr. Milner gave details to our reporter of the motor? which is about 18 inches 
high and which is fitted with metal plates. These are coloured and revolve rap 
idly. They are drawing their energy said Mr Milner ? from supersonic sound. 

This sound passes through slits 9 shaped in the form of an ancient swastika? on 
to a disc of varying colours • Prom this disc the sound is transformed into en¬ 
ergy which under the "pilot's" will power? g^ovides the motivating force by whic 
the craft is propelled.

GLOW IN THE SKY REPORTED. 

OFFICIAL FINDING. A METEOR. 

ADVERTISER . 7/9/63 

A greenish glow observed, in the sky from OOdnadatta and Alice Springs early last 
night is believed to have been caused by a meteor burning up in the earth's atmos¬ 
phere. Several people at Alice Springs reported having soon a coloured light 
travelling from East to West at about 7*21 p.m. 

The Bureau of Meteorology in Adelaide said a report from Oodnadatta referred to a ^ 
greenish coloured glow ? at about 7*10 p.m. apparently from an explosion . falling 
to the North East and dying out before reaching the ground. 

The Bureau spokesman said the glow apparently had been caused by a meteor. 

A WRE official said no high altitude research rockets were scheduled for firing from 
Yfoomera last night and this supported the meteor theDry.

A fireball in the sky and explosions and rumblings heard by residents of towns over 
a wide area of the south-west Gape at 10.30 last night were probably caused by a nat¬ 
ural metetrite. Dr. W.J Cousins of the Royal Observatory said today . 

Dr. Cousins said that an astronomer at tne observatory happened to be making obser¬ 
vations at the time and noticed the fireball. . 

" From all reports reaching me and t e fact that the glow was so bright that 
tne astronomer? who was looking in another direction ? noticed it. makes me almost 
certain that it was a fireball. 

Samll meteorites usually burn out in t :e atmosphere and we refer to them as shooting 

stars. Larger meteorites .are fireballs, which sometimes reach the earth's surface?

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SOME INTERESTING ANSWERS.ON UFO. 

BY HANS LAURITZEN. 

The following are some twenty answers of Mr Lauritzens conceptions to queries 
made to him by Mr Ed. J. Babcock Jnr. of the New Jersey Assctn Aerial Phen. 
and has been sent to us for adaptation-and publishing . These answers will no 
doubt be of great interest to many of our readers, coming from one of the best 
scientific minded writers among the UFO personel. 

!. Regarding Foo Fighters . .. 

You state that during the World War 11 and after, the'Too fighters" were seee 
most of the time to disappear right before the eyesof the pilots. - even the eyes 
of Radar . A lot of explanations have been presented. If the " Foo Fighters 
are made of hard matters such as metals , it is very difficult to understand 
how they can disappear just on the spot . At any rate it is not known to us how 
it is done. If their surrounding energy fields are activated, they might not 
only be able to become invisible , but also to disappear into the world of en¬ 
ergy fields, and thus they do not exist to us any more. .However it must be an¬ 
ticipated. that inorder to pass over to pure energy fields,every single atom of 
the " Foo Fighter " have to achieve an energy greater than that of light, and 
time, and t_ie only way known today, is to induce a velocity to the atoms higher 
than that of light . But maybe an alien science know how to do it just at the 
spot by giving the particles of matter a rotation velocity much higher than that 
of light . Unpolarized force -fields cannot be detected today by science, be¬ 
cause they do not affect matter , they just pass through it. But maybe the " Foo 
Fighters" are not at all solid . It has been discovered that through the 

point like forco fields surrounding all matters, messages can bo transferred. 

Some researchers have proposed that the " Foo Fighters" were just so transmitting 
forcefield or " telediscs"created by a civilization on anothei? planet and maybe 
in another solar system . The complicated technique inorder to create such 
artificial forcefields , is not yet known to us. It is known that the human 
brain is creating some forcefields around it , and they extending to great dis¬ 
tances . However these forcefields are weak . but the excited pilots’ brains 
might be able to create stronger forcefields . so strong that they even effect 
the atoms in the air and make them glow with a certain frequency. The last men¬ 
tioned explanation is not probable, but as long as we do not know exactly what 
they are, we have to calculate with allmore or less probable possibilities. 

As to the following 19 questions I regret that I will not be able to expose 

answers in this article, neither can I make any drawings.. I do not give just 
one explanation . I '’dll give several more or less probal 1c explanations . 

1. RADAR TRACKINGS. BUT WHEN FIGHTERS ARE ESCORTED INTO THE AREA THEY REPORT 
NOTHING .. The UFOs might have moved away in the meantime. The forcefield around 
the UFOs might cause the electromagnetic waves to be issued with such frequencies 
that t.iey can be detected on the radar , but not seen wit;; the eyes or registered 
by the fighters instruments. I think of frequencies below ormover those of vis¬ 
ible light . 

2. UFOs PICKED UP AFTER DEVELOPING FILM WHEN NOT SEEN PREVIOUSLY. 

This has some connection with question 1. because of the forcefield the UFO 
makes the electromagnetic waves to be emitted with a frequency over that of

light 9 the waves will be registered on all films, even if they are invisible 
( ultra- violet rays, X Rays, Gamma Rays) • An infrared sensitive film will 
catch invisible rays with frequencies below those of the light . 

3. LACK OF SOUND EXCEPT AT CLOSE QUARTERS... Since the propulsion of the UFOs 
might take place by means of forcefields , no sound will be produced,, 

4. COLOR CHANGES WITH SPEED CHANGES. . . If the UFOs move with very high speeds 
9 a Doppler-effect can arise. When the UFOs move away , the distance between 
the light waves is greater, and the light is more red • T 'hen the UFO moves 
toward the observer , the distance between the light waves is lesser*and the 
light is more blue. Another explanation is* that when the forcefield of the 
UFO becomes stronger* the surrounding atoms recieve moreenorgy* which makes 
them vibratemore quickly* giving a more blue light . 

It is supposed that when the UFO moves with high speed, the forcefield is 
stronger and the light more blue*and when the UFO moves slowly or hovers 
over the same spot, t ao forcefield is weaker and the light more red. 

This seems to be in accordance v/ith many sightings • 

5. RIGHT-ANGLE AND 480 deg TURNS WITHOUT LOSS OF SPEED... By the way, what 
is the difference between l80Deg turns and 360 deg turns. Such turns cannot 
be imaginated, if we do not at the same time admit that a force field or 
something like that surrounds tha UFO and gives it an artificial and indi¬ 
vidual gravitational centre. 

6* . VERY HIGH ACCELERATIONS WITHOUT BURNING UP IN OUR ATMOSPHERE 
It is well known that a magnetic forcefield is repelling heat. Strong mag¬ 
neto ^ placed in the nosecones of our rockets give them a certain resistance 
to heat . 

7® "FALLING LEAF" Manouvres. Not easy to explain • Maybe it has something 
$o do with the forcefields. ( Again those forcefields ) III 

8. CHANGES IN SHAPE. Todays technicians have produced machines which can 
change shape . t jome parts can be folded out and taken in again. 

Other civilizations might have produced more techmichal wonders, and more 
complicated. 

9# STALLING OF CAR ENGINES. Some defect arises in thcoloctrical system 
probably caused by the magnetic influence. 

10. HEAT RADIATION( INSIDE A CAR? PLANE COCKPITS ETC. ) Many of your fol- 
lowing questions have been answered by the theory of tne forcefields. ani¬ 
mating rotation and vibration of the atoms and thus causing heat- effects 
and also ot ,er effects. 

11. ATOMIC RADIATION ( BACKGROUND INCREASE ) We do not know yet so much 
about the technique of creating very strong artificial forcefields. It is not 
* probable that it is done by means of atom radiators such as we know them. 

If some piece of anti-matter ( antiprotons or negative protons and positive 
electrons or positrons) are well isoltaed by magnetic fields , they might 
produce some strange fields when strong light'- rays ( maybe laser-rays ) 

are permitted tg penetrate the magnetic field. Too little is known about

the reactions of antimatter , hut an intensive research is carried out both 
in the USA and the Soviet. It is not likely that the atomic radiations are 
due to a waste of radioactive matters from the UFO, but the radiation might 
be created by the forcefields. 

12.. -ANGEL HAIR.... Difficult to explain . 

It seems to be airmoleculos which have been bound together just 

like ice , but without any change in the temperature. One could imagine 
that the very strong fields inside the UFOs could be able to accelerate the 
rotation of the airmoleculos so much that some of the kineticenergy is thrown 
out and used as artifidial propulsion . When the airmoleculos are givon free 
. they could have lost so much of their kinetic energy that they cannot 
keep the distance between them , which they normally have, and they appear 
as ' angel hair'.. The energy fields around human being3 are rather strong, and 
when the angel hair is touched , it regains quickly kinetic energy and be¬ 
comes ordinary air. 

13. ANIMALS AFFECTED ( SOMETIMES KILLED ) All electromagnetic waves can 
kill living beings if they are emitted very intensehibcly. Radar waves can 
kill, as also X-rays and gammarays. etc. 

14. COLOUR CHANGES PRODUCED IN TERRESTRIAL OBJECTS. Energies originating 
from the UFOs might acclerate the vibration atoms and change the frequen¬ 
cies of electromagnetic waves. 

15. TINGLING SENSATION PRODUCED ON HUMANS AT CLOSE QUARTERS. 

Probably caused by the energy fields. 

16. ELECTROMAGNETIC EFFECTS. See answer question 14* 

IT. PHYSIOLOGICAL EFFECTS ( BURNS ETC). See answer question 13. 

18. ICE FALLS. The water reservoirs of modern airplanes contain much water. 

It this water is given free in high altitudes, it might produce ice. Yet 
in some cases no airplane has been reported to have passed over the place. 

19* SUDDEN DISAPPEARANCES. Look at page 1 of the article concerning Foo 
Fighters. 


The Editor considers the above explanations as being most helpful to many 
students and certainly they do have a reasonable and logical, answer to 
many fo the problematic questions we all get stumped with at times.

ff I personally am inclined to "believe tnat it was a natural metorite, hut 
nowadays there is so much ironmongery flying around the earth that one can 
never he sure . 

In any event 9 if it is a natural meteorite^ the museums will he most cer¬ 
tainly interested in it. If it is an articficial one . The United Space 
Agency will also he interested. Anybody finding the meterorite or parts of 
it should report to the authorities immediately 1 •

the air in the immediate vicinity of the meteor and the surface of the meteor¬ 
ite itself would glow brightly as a result of friction .

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THE BOOK OF URANTIA AND SIR HUBERT WILKI1JS. 


Because many of our readers are fortunate enough to have this rather cost¬ 
ly tome in their possession and have found it a great help, and as it con¬ 
tains many references to and about Flying Saucers, the following facts 
which have been sent to the Editor, some time ago and by an unidentified 
subscriber . we would 7*ike to print the facts given here and add a few 
others and comments re this remarkable man . and his sudden demise, some 
years ago . 

Extract from the Book " Sir Hubert Wilkins - Enigma of Explor¬ 
ation " by John Grierson. 

George Hubert Wilkins was the son of a South Australian fcimer. Wilkins 
was largely self-taught in his educS&ion, and distinguished himself in a 
remarkable variety of ways. 

He learnt electrical engineering officially, but in feet, became an expert 
as a photographer, aviator, submariner, war-correspondent, pioneer of 
exploration, as well as a religious thinker and writer. 

In 1955 was published a tome of over 2000 pages called the " Urantia Bpok M 
the religious work of many authors of whom H ubert Wilkins was one . 
#, Urantia ,f means Our Universe. The publishers were the Unrantia Foundation 
and at tne price of 12 dollars : s unlikely to have achieved a wide circu¬ 
lation • Sir Hubert said that he had been working on this production for 
nearly twenty years, and wrote a litter of explanation to his secretary 
W. Ross, dated Nov. 1st. 1955 in the following terms . 

M For many years I, Wilkins, have been associated with a group in Chicago 
which has been interested in publishing some papers of material revealed 
to us by visitors from the outer Universes . At last we have been able to 
print it,privately distributing it. 

The texts of the papers were spoken by revelators through a reciever. 

A stenographer recorded the statements and soon it v, s possible for those 
concerned not only to listen and record, but also to talk with the revela¬ 
tors as you and I might talk. The information in the Book came to us piece 
by piece. The information as to the possibilties of survival after death 
and the experiences thereafter, is most inspiring and comforting 

One of the "Urantia Book M statements is couched in the following terms^ 

rf there is in the mind of God a plan which embraces every creature of ALL 
His vast domains, and this plan is an eternal promise of boundless oppor¬ 
tunity , unlimited progess and endless life, and the infinite treasures 
of such a matchless career are yours for the striving . 

ff The goal of Eternity is aheads The race for perfection is ons whosever 
will may enter , and certain victory will crown the efforts of every human 
being who will run the race of faith and trust, depending every step of 
the way on the leading of the indwelling Adjuster, and on tno guidnac^ of 
that good spirit of the Universe Son, which so freely has been poured out 
on all flesh •" 

I 11 an age when modern prophets tell us that visitors from other universes 
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Sir Hubert Wilkins Cont . 

are already in our midst, the sceptics may hesitate to reject these ideas 
as absolutely as our forebears, would have done . 

The Editor personally met Sir Hubert when he the Editor was only a young 
man in his teens and firmly remembers his benign face . his manly bearing 
and then a most unusual thing,; beard which like his hair was auburn . 

The occasion was when Sir Hubert was showing some films of his explorations 
and the Editor then was asscoiated with the film Co, handling it. and had 
to do several errnds for Sir Hubert . little did he know t.on that he was 
to find that this man was to be one who believed in Flying Saucers , later 
in life, and to actually reveal messages recieved from them . 

Sir Hubert Wilkins died under very strange circumstances in the U.S.A. 
spme years ago and no real explanation was made concerning the suddeness 
of his demise. 

An article was printed in local papers et the time . and the Editor loaned 
this fco an associate but it was never returned, he regrets that he is unable 
to give further details of this, but would appreciate if any reader could 
supply him with any further details concerning Sir Huberts death or any 
other facts which may be of interest concerning this remarkable man .

Sunday Times Sept. 8th 1963 11 AIR SILK PUZZLES SCIENTISTS. 

A ff rain" of silk- like gossamer in the Murchison puzzled scientists in Perth 
this week • Thousands of silken strands hung from roof tops, trees , and wires 
from Mt. Magnet to Cue. 

Three children and a woman reported seeing two balloons moving across the sky 
at the time of the fall. 

Samples of the substance which covered the countryside , could not be identified 
in Perth by zoologists • But a public analyst , Mr P. Asotoff, did a chemical 

test of tne substance • He says it is spiders silk. 4 ■ 

People in cue still believe it is a man made substance which may have come f 
froma disintegrated rocket cone or craft . 

The reader in zoology at the W.A. University , Dr B A. Main 9 an exper ton spi¬ 
ders 9 said, " I have not seen anything like tuis substance in Perth " He said 
that the absence of spiders with the gossamer made the incident something of a 
mystery. 

An eye witness to the silken fall was a Mr. A.N. Deas, of Cue. who said the mat¬ 
erial had the appearance of large cobwebs and could be seen drifting from the 
east on a slight breeze. 

THe fall began at 8 a.m. on Aug. 29 and lasted for two hours. 

He said the lenths of the web varied in size up to 30 ft. and glistened in the 

sunlight . Bunches of the same material hung from the ends of the strands. 

Children from the township gathered the strands from the high grass and weeds. 

Mrs P. Thomas and her 3 children aged 7 to 12 9 saw what appeared to be two 

balloons floating across the sky about 8.30.a.m. 

Reports of the gossamer falls came also from Mt Magnet. 50 miles south of Cue, 
Big Bell 18 miles west , and also the Cue aerodrome. 

The gossamer was collected by two South Perth girls who spent an hour gathering 
the substance . 

They said on handling it broke up and concentrated and felt like asbestos fibre 
to touch . 

The Curator of entomology at the W.A. Museum , Mr. L.u. Koch said the material 
did not seem to have come from a spider . 

Mr . Asrtoff fully tested the substance in his laboratories in East Perth . 

In his report he said the strands of material measured from 2-gr to 3 microns 
or .001 of a millimetre which was about one quarter the width of natural silk. 

NOT MAN MALE 

Mr. Asotoff found the material belonged to no man-madeor roganic groups such 
as synthetics, plastics or asbestos. 

Furtker tests showed the presence of glutamic acid which was associated with 
silk substances. 

" This combined with measurements bright me to the conclusion that the substance 
was spider's silk ", he said. 

Small spiders use their silk as a parachute to migrate . They eject the silk 
until the updraft is equal to the weight of the spider and it becomes airborn. 


Editorial Comment . While appreciating the tests made by Mr. Asotoff. QO;mpared 
with the other equally qualified statements made by the other men, it would 
be tantamount to saying considering the large area covered that there must have 
been a mighty SPIDER INVASION At that time. Millions of 'em in fact .
